__ broadcasting on Saturday 
night, called upon Americans 
to unite their resources and 
power against the dictator 
nations, whose alliance he said 
was a threat to American 
freedom and democracy, 

He condemned the ‘‘enemies of de- 
mocracy,’ who, he said, were trying 
by every means to destroy American 
unity and under the cloak of pacifism 
calling for peace in the same wav as 
thre devil quoted Scripture, Pro- 
pagandists, defeatists and dupes were 
st il preaching the ungodly gospel of 
fear, but the effect had only been to 


fortify American determination. 
The President was speaking for 
the “Jackson Day ” celebration. 


He called for national unity in the 
determination that, ““with all our re- 
sources and all our power we shall 
help those who block the dictators in 
their march towards domination of the 
world,'' 

Arising from the dictator nations’ 
alliance, he said was a threat to 
America, which ‘ draws more tightly 
around us day by day.” The chief 
weapon of democracy’s enemies and 
the would-be destroyers of unity was 
propaganda, which came in ever-in- 
creasing quantities with ever-increas- 
ing violence from: across the seas and 
was disseminated within America’s 
boyders by the agents or innocent 
dias of foreign Powers. 

Propagandists, defeatists and dupes, 
still preaching the ungodly nl of 
fear, tried to shatter the confidence of 
Americans in their Government and 
in one another. 

They had seen what happened to a 
great industrialist in Germany who 
supported the Naz Government, and 
then received. the reward of the con- 
centration camp or death, They had 
seen how the French workers were be- 
trayed by their so-called champions, 
the Communists—for no matter what 
Communist lips had to say their 
actions proved that in their hearts 
they cared nothing for the real rights 
of free labour. 


“TO SPREAD TERROR” 


“The agents of Nazism and those 
who unwittingly help them are still 
trying to play both ends against the 
middle. ‘They attempted to exploit 
the natural love of. our people for 
peace, and represented themselves as 
pacifists when uctually they were 
serving the most brutal warmongers: 
of all time. They preached '' peace, 
peace,” in the same way as the devil 
can quote Scripture. Of -ourse, the 
purpose of all this is to spread terror 
among us. ‘The effect of it has been 
only to fortify our determination.” 

The President cited Mr. Willkie as 
the example of a political leader able 
to rise above party in the national in- 
terest. ‘‘ The dictators cannot seem 
to realise,” he said, ‘‘that here in 
America our people can maintain two 
parties and simultaneously maintain 
an inviolate, indivisible nation, The 
totalitarian mentality is too narrow to 
comprehend the grcatness of people 
wich can be divided in party alle- 
giance at election time, but remain 
united in devotion to their country.’ 

“We Americais realise.’ he said, 
‘“how tenuous would be the existence 
of our party system—our freedom of 
election—our freedom of living—if the 
doctrines of dictatorship were to pre- 
vail, for if they were to prevail it 
would not be in Europe alone.”

N INE fresh cases of foot-and- 


mouth disease were. con- 
firmed during the week-end— 
six on Saturday and three 
yesterday. 

Yesterday's cases were at Jiggins- 
town, Naas, Co, Kildare, on the land of 
Mr, Michael Murrin, where 10 dairy 
cows are affected, The stock includes 
54 cattle, 9 sheep and 10 lambs, 

Kighty mileh cows and 15 young 
cattle are on the lands of Mr, William 
Masterson, Robin Hood House, Clon- 
dalkin, where an outbreak is confirmed. 
Alternative arrangements are being 
made for over 600 customers in the 
Kilmainham and _ Inchicore areas 
supplied by Mr. Muaaterson, and who 
— no milk from his dairy yester- 
day, 

The South Circular road case is on 
the land of Mr. J. McDonald, and 30 
cattle are affected, 

The disease was confirmed in a new 
part of Meath on Saturday night, when 
& case was reported from the farm of 

r. C, Donegan, Balteath, Ardcath, 
about four and a half miles from 
Duleek, The previous nearest case was 
at Ashbourne, ten miles away. 

Over 100 cattle, most of them dairy 
cows, are involved in an outbreak on 
the farm of Mr. Charles Byrne, Cherry- 
field House, Cromwell Fort road, 
Crumlin, and the other city vases are 
among 14 cattle owned by Mr. C. 
McGurk, Bond street; 10 cattle owned 
by Mr. Maurice Costello at Cromwell's 
Quarters, Kilmainham; and among 
small herds owned by Mr. J. Shaw, 
South Brown street, and Mr. E. Cooper, 
Marrowbone lane. 

The total number of cases confirmed 
since yesterday week is 39. 

The Most Rev. Dr. McQuaid, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, and the Most Rev. 
Dr. Barton, Archbishop of Dublin, have 
requested prayers in the churches for 
the cessation of the disease. 


DEARER MEAT 


Dublin victuallers have made the 
claim to the Prices Commission that, 
despite the elimination of middlemen 
through the operation of the Govern- 
ment’s Emergency Purchasing Com- 
mittee, each beef carcase is costing up 
to £4 more than formerly, and they ask 
for sanction for an increase of 14d. per 
pound in beef and 3d. per pound in 
muttor.. 

When a resolution was adopted by 
Limerick County Council asking the 
Government to intern gypsies until the 
scourge had been controlled, Senator 
Madden said that the question of 
their carrying the disease would 
sooner or later have to receive 
the attention of the Legislature. 

The Meath Executive -of the Irish 
Farmers’ Federation, at Trim. called 
on the Government to prohibit all 
sporting fixtures, and demanded liberty 
for the farmers to send their fat stoc 
to the Dublin Abattoir after inspection, 
and be paid for them on a live-weight 
basis, and declared that the present 
system was most unfair to the pro- 
ducer, who was being fleeced. 

Mr. C. Ross, the chairman of the Fat 
Stock Exporters of Ireland Associa- 
tion, stated at a special executive 
meeting in Dublin, on Saturday, that 
they were concerned that any body 
meeting under Government control 
should be representative of the trade 
and not a collection of individuals, 
Reports in the Press had suggested 
grave irregularities. It was decided to 
inform the Minister that it was desir- 
able to set up an organisation really 
representative of the Irish live-stock 
trade.

Hernon, in his report, states that it 
is necessary to draw attention to the 
amount falling on the 1941-42 rates in 
respect of Unemployment Relief 
schemes, A sum of £20,000 was pro- 
vided in 1940-41 (paving account). The 
expenditure to 3lst March, 1941, was 
£17,706 (paving account) and £14,700 
(sewers account), making a total -of 
£32,406, or an over-expenditure of 
£12,406 in 1940-41). In addition to 
this a provision of £48,230 has been 
made to provide relief schemes in the 
coming year. 


MARKET INCOME 
DEPLETED 


In the markets account the antici- 
pated income from the cattle market 
for 1941-42 is shown as £12,000. 
against an estimated income of 
£14,000 in 1940-41. It was feared, the 
City Manager continues, that if the 
present conditions consequent upon the

ITALIANS LEAVE 
DIREDAWA

A hegre Royal Air Force ‘have 
heavily) bombed Asmura, 
capital city of Eritrea, on which 
remnants of the Italian Army 
from Keren are falling back, 
hotly pursued by British mobile 


forces, 

The Press Association's Special Cor- 
respondent in Keren reports that 
British armoured units and troops have 
now reached a point less than forty 
miles from Asmara. Indian troops 
have won a battle fought on the only 
road through the rugged mountains 
and valleys. It raged round a road- 
block erected at points on the moun- 
tain road commanded on both sides 
by high ridges. The first ridge was 
taken in a few minutes by the Indians, 
and the second ridge fell shortly after- 
wards. 

Not only is the fate of the whole 
of Eritrea now in the balance, but 
Britain and her allies are tightening 
their grip on the Duke of Aosta’s army 
in Addis Ababa, the Abyssinian capt- 
tal, by closing the ring in the Harar 
sector. 

Diredawa, which the Italians say 
they have evacuated, lies about mid- 
way on the 486-mile-railway line be- 
tween Addis Ababa and Jibuti, in 
French Somaliland, and its capture by 
British arms cut off the only remain- 
ing avenue of escape open to the 
Italians in the Abyssinian capital. 

The occupation of Diredawa would 
give the British forces control of the 
railway.. At Diredawa are situated 
the main rolling stock and assembly 
sheds and repair shops, already bombed 
many times by the R.A.F.  A 
52-mile mountain road links Diredawa 
with Harar, which was captured by 
the British on Thursday. : 


‘** SOUND STRATEGY ”’ 


Referring last night to the “ with- 
drawal’’ from Keren, Rome Radio, in 
its English broadcast, said:—‘‘If we 
could have got supplies from the sea, 
the inland town might have been held, 
but since that is out of the question 
at present the withdrawal was sound 
strategy.” 

A communiqué from Nairobi 
scribes attacks by the South African 
Air Force in the Diredawa area and 
in the Kalam and Maui area, north of 
Lake Rudolf,. where motor transport 
and fortified posts were bombed, 

Another official “communiqué says 
that during the night of March 28-29 
R.A.F. raided Tripoli Harbour, bombs 
falling among shipping and between a 
wireless station and the main electric 
power station. 

The Cairo official communiqué yes- 
terday said that there was no change 
in the situation in Libya. In Eritrea 
the advance towards Asmara was 
steadily progressing. So far prisoners 
numbered 5,775, including 68 officers, 
together with guns. In Abyssinia 
British troops, advancing from Harar, 
are now well on the way to Diredawa. 
Resistance en rout: is being brushed 
aside, it was said, and a number of 
prisoners with equipment has been 
taken. In other areas pressure on the 
withdrawing enemy is being main- 
tained. 

Malta had five night and three day 
air raid alarms yesterday. An official 
communiqué stated that during the 
night aircraft dropped some bombs on 
Malta, but: there were no casualties 
and no damage. On Sunday morning 
there was an alarm. and@ aircraft flew 
over Malta, evidently on reconnaiss- 
ance, ‘There was nothing to report. 
On Sunday afternoon a fighter patrol 
approached within visual distance of 
Malta, but did not cross the coast. 


ALBANIAN TOWNS 
BOMBED

The communiqué from the British 
forces in Greece reports that on Satur- 
day the R.A.F, made three successful 
reconnaissances against Albanian vil- 
lages and against Berat and Dukati.

SUPPLIES FROM WIDER 
AREA 


The bill to amend and extend the 

Milk Act of 1936, which was intro- 
duced in the Dail more than a year 
ago by the Minister for Agriculture, 
has been circulated to deputies. It 
provides that certain persons ovtside 
the Dublin Production District (which 
includes the County Borough of 
Dublin and the Counties of Dublin, 
Wicklow, Kildare, Meath and Louth) 
may be registered in the Dublin Sale 
District if they are ‘‘ certified by the 
Minister to have. during the period 
commencihg on 18th November, 1939, 
and ending on the 2nd December, 1939, 
complied with any direction given by 
the Minister or any person authorised 
by him, to deliver milk for re-sale in 
the Dublin Sale District.” There is 
a proviso that the quantity of milk 
sold by them in the Dublin Sale Dis- 
trict must not exceed the quantity 
fixed by the Minister, Modifications 
are introduced in relation to Section 
6 of the Act of 1936, which deals with 
the setting up of Milk (Sale and 
Supply) Districts. For the election of 
members to a board for a joint dis- 
trict the provision of the 1926 Act, 
which required the election to be from 
persons registered as producers, re- 
tailers or wholesalers ‘‘ from amongst 
their number’’ is deleted. 
There is a restriction on the ac- 
quisition of milk for ye-sale in sale dis- 
tricts unless it is ecquired under licence 
granted by the board for such joint 
district, Where a person acquires milk 
for consumption on his premises it 
will not be regarded as being acquired 
for re-sale, A registered producer may 
not sell in any associated sale district 
a larger quantity than had been sold 
by him in that area in any previous 
year.

700,000 ACRES OF WHEAT 


The country would require, if no 
wheat was being imported, about 
700,000 acres under wheat to provide 
flour and seed for the following year. 
In addition, a cunsiderable quantity of 
grain had been itnported in the past 
for feeding to stock; that was cut off, 
and to make it good 1,300,000 acres of 
tillage were needed. ‘Therefore, the 
country required, in cereals: alone, 
some 2,000,000 acres Root crops wanted 
another 750,000 acres. “If we are cut 
off from outside sources—as [ am try- 
ing to warn you it is likely we will be, 
in fact are practically at this moment 
—we would require about 2,750,000 
acres altogether. 

This figure, continued Mr. de Valera, 
was far in excess of the area tilled 
last year—about 1,800,000 acres. They 
inust put approximately another 250,000 
acres under wheat and another 550,000 
acres under cerbvala, 


TAKE NO CHANCES 


There was nothing like that pro- 
portion of land being tilled at the 
present time, Reports indicated that 
things were going nicely, but they 
could take no chances. This was a 
fertile land a hundred years ago, but 
they had neard what befell the people 
then when tlere was a failure of a 
single crop. People might say that 
they hol cattl and would never 
starve, but they had cattle a hundred 
years ago, and they starved, If we 
cut things fine now and something 
went wrong with the harvest we 
might he faced with starvation. 

Modern economy was a very complex 
matter, and distribution, even with 
perfect peace, was a difficult matter. 
The Government would try to provide 
the people with the food to which 


they were accustomed, and the first 
thing they had to do was to get 
bread. 


There had not been a good spring. 
and, therefore, not as much winter 
wheat had been sown as was neces- 
sary. An effort was being made to 
catch up with spring wheat, but the 
country would be considerably short 
on its wheat requirements and must 
make up for the shortage of wheat by 
increasing the area under barley and 
oats. 


DUTY TO COMMUNITY 


‘‘Speak to your people earnestly 
of their duty to the community,” he 
told the representatives present. 
“Tell them to till the soil and sow 
as much cereals as possible. We 
cannot have too much. The farmers 
can feel that if they do their duty 
they will have a ready market.’’ 

There should, he continued, be no 
‘‘letting-up”’ on the root crops. 
Those farmers who were not able to 
sow cereals ought to turn to potatoes 
as the next best thing; if there was 
any shortage of grain they should 
make up for it with a surplus of 
potatoes. 
Limerick was a dairying county, 
but it was possible to increase butter 
and milk production if they tilled 
the land and fed the cattle with root 
crops and uny spare grain, It was no 
excuse to say they were producing 
butter and, therefore, could not till. 
It was done in other countries; it 
could be done here. 


SEVERE ACTION 


Mr. de Valera considered that the 
increased tillage must be looked for in 
counties like Limerick, Tipperary 
and Meath, and severe action would 
have to be taken against farmers who 
failed in their duty. The time was 
coming when they must take very 
serious notice of failure to till—it was 
a crime against the community. No 
mere fine would suffice. More drastic 
action might be needed against those 
guilty of this crime against the com- 
munity. Farmers were holding the

TURF INSTEAD OF COAL 


It was quite possible that very little 
coal woul come into the country ‘his 
year. Last year about 2,750, tons 
were imported. We could not hope to 
et anything like that. and should 
ace a situation of getting none at 
all. Turf must be substituted. Last 
year 3,800,000 tons of turf were cut; 
this year 8,000,000 tons would be 
necessary. Mechanical cutting would 
not supply all the turf needed 
70,000 tons were obtained by this 
method in 1940. The  tra4ifional 
method of winning turf- was the only 
one to give the country the turf it 
needed. 

“This is the time to cut turf. Use 
every minute of it. There should not 
be a single man who can handle a 
slean or spade idle in rural Ireland. 
These are precious months.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM 


The unemployment problem was 
going to be very different from that in 
the past. If the factories had to close 
they might expect people used to earn- 
ing from £5 to £7 a week being out 
of work—perhaps, for a year or two; 
perhaps, longer. The principal problem 
was going to be an urban or city one, 
and the Government would try to get 
employment schemes in operation that 
were as useful to the community as 
possible. Various schemes were under 
consideration for those able to do 
manual work. 

Farmers should take in all the labour 
necessary to enable them to cultivate 
the land fully. They should not dis- 
charge any man in their employment, 
but they should try to get in some 
more workers. To workers he said: 
‘Give a fair return for what is given 
to you. The more we produce the 
better we shall be as a nation.” 


HOPE IN PARISH COUNCILS 


He always had great hope in the 
Parish Councils because they were @ 
natural community unit. They should 
organise the production of food and 
fuel to meet loca! needs; if they pro- 
duced locally what was needed locally 
they saved transport, and that was a 
vital factor. It would be a shame for 
counties to be bringing in food which 
could be produced in their own soil. 
The Parish Councils should aiso organ- 
ise food and fuel production in excess 
of that produced jn the ordinary way; 
they should try to get people to pay 
for it in advance—it was the best: way 
to finance these schemes and the best 
form of credit. The Councils were iu 
a position to distinguish between those 
who would work and those who would 
not, but they should pay special at- 
tention to the unemployables and do 
their best to provide for them, 

If there was military action in the 
country and an area was cut off from 
Government headquarters, then, at 
once, that area would be dependent on 
local resources. Regional Commis- 
sioners, if necessary, would form the 
virtual Government of the area; under 
them were the County Commissioners. 
Even in an isolated district there would 
be the Parish Council to carry on. 

If they developed Parish Councils 
and the spirit of comradeship the 
crisis might leave us a much better 
people than in the past, and with a- 
better understanding of the fur ja- 
mental Commandment to love each 
other, to share each other's burden in 
a time like this, and afterwards re 
joice together as a stronger nation. 


TWO -BISHOPS 


The Most Rev. Dr. Jeremiah Keane 
(Bishop of Limerick) asked the clergy 
to leave themselves at the disposal of 
the Parish Councils and see that ihe 
membership of the Councils was such 
as would guarantee successful working. 
The smaller the local unit the better 
the problem would be dealt with. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Charles Kin 
Irwin (Pishop of Limerick) remark 
that he had always regarded the fact 
that Irishmen were too prone to he 
guided by political affinities as their 
cardinal weakness. They had just heard 
a message, not from the leader of a 
great political party, but from a man 
who was head of the Government. They 
had heard of the desperate straits the 
country might be in before the next 
harvest, and everybody should treat 
that message as one that must he 
cbeyed. Governments could do nothing 
unless they were obeyed, and had the 
whole-hearted co-operation of the 
people. Anything else would be 
anarchy, 

Mr. de Valera travelled by train to 
Limerick, where he was received ly 
the Mayor, Alderman Daniel Bourke, 
P.D., who preside at the meeting.
